A petition of the river Boyne company, under their 
common ſeal, was preſented to the Houſe and read; 
ſetting forth, that before the year 1789 certain duties 
having been appropriated to promoting inland naviga- 
tions in this kingdom, and Parliament having diſcloſed 
an intention of diſtributing conſiderable aids for the 
abovementioned purpoſe, the petitioners did, in the 
ſeſſion held in the year 1789, preſent a petition to the 
Houie, praying aid for making the river Boyne naviga- 
ble from Drogheda to Trim; that the petitioners, in 
purſuance of certain reſolutions of the Houſe, did, to- 
gether with ſaid petition, depoſite with the proper 
officer a plan of the work propofed to be executed by 
them, and an eſtimate of the propoſed expenſe, amount- 
ing to 37,500l. of which Parliament in that ſeſſion 
were pleaſed to grant to the petitioners one-third of 
ſaid ſum, amounting to 12,500l. upon the petitioners 
ſubſcribing for and ſecuring the remaining ſum of 
25,000]. to be expended on the ſaid work; that the 
petitioners not being then well acquainted with the 
nature of inland navigations, and not having in con- 
templation any junction with the Royal Canal (which 
had not been then begun), did conceive that a naviga- 
tion ſufficient for the paſſage of one boat, drawing 
when loaded three feet ſix inches of water, and con- 
ſtructed for the moſt part in the bed of the river Boyne, 
would be ſufficient to accommodate the trade likely to 
take place on the ſaid. navigation, and accordingly the 
ſaid eſtimate was prepared as for the execution of the 
work in that manner; that the petitioners have pro- 
ceeded with ſpirit and alacrity on the ſaid work, and 
have nearly finiſhed a conſiderable part of it, ſituate 
between the towns of Slane and Navan, and that pre- 


vious to the commencement thereof, upon a more care- 


ful and accurate examination of the river Boyne, it 
was found neceſſary that the navigation ſhould depart 
X | from 
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from the bed of the river in more places, and to a 
greater extent, than had been pointed out by the ſaid 
plan laid before the Houſe.; .and that the Royal Canal 
berinz been begun, and it being thought adviſeable to 
conſtruct the navigation of the Boyne ſo as that boats 
plying on the Royal Canal might be enabled to paſs 
upon ſuch navigation to be executed by the petiti- 
oners, they for that purpofe found it neceſſary to in- 
creaſe the depth and breadth of the navigation, by 
adding one foot fix inches to the depth of it and the 


locks, and making the breadth of the navigation ſuch 


as to .enable two boats to paſs each other in all parts, 
which improvement the petitioners adopted, as well for 
the more perfect execution of the particular work in- 


truſted to them as for the purpoſe of effectuating what 


they conceived to be the object of Parliament, viz. the 


making praQticable, one time or other, a communica- 


tion between the principal rivers and feveral naviga- 
tions in this kingdom; that the petitioners being in- 
formed that a communication between the ſaid work 
undertaken by them and the Royal and Grand Canals 
is eaſily practicable, and that a conſiderable trade, as 
well in the carriage of goods as paſſengers to.and from 
the town of Navan and the country adjoining from 
and to the city of Dublin would certainly take place, 
and that excluſive of any ſuch conſideration the ſaid

of diſtillation which tequires low drying 1n preference 
to that of the brewery which requires more fire, the 
brewer is under the neceſſity of malting a great quan- 
tity of what he conſumes himſelf, or of putting up 


with that which is deſtined for the fill, a principal 


reaſon why N malt liquors have not yet attained that 
degree of excellence which they would otherwiſe arrive 
at if the material had been fitted for the purpoſes of 
the brewery; that notwithſtanding a law is made to 
prevent the malſter from obtaining a bounty on malt 
fraudulenty or? badly manufactured, yet for want of 
proper inſpectors to compel the operation of that law 
it has not had the intended effect; that from the diſ- 
poſition of the wer orders to ſpirit drinking, the diſ- 
tiller is enabled to inſiſt on prompt payment, nor has 
he the leaſt injury to apprehend from raifing the price 
ſo as to keep pace with the material ; it is equally true

growth of Iriſh hops thoſe of Flanders cannot be made 
uſe of in this kingdom until the middle price of Bri- 
tiſh is at gl. per hundred; that the petitioners humbly

ſtate that they do not receive, by reaſon of the unequal 
manner in which flour is calculated in ſtriking the aſ- 
ſize of bread, and alſo by the great advance in all the 
neceſſaries of life and the various articles requiſite for 
carrying on their trade; that from various experiments 
made in England by Governor Pownall, and in this 
kingdom, viz. in 1772 by Alderman Forbes, in 1774 
by Doctor Clement, and in 1782 by Alderman Warren 
and Travers Hartley, Eſq; all of which can be laid 
before the Houſe, it is found that the real produce of 
forty ſtones of wheat, or of twenty-eight and one-halt 
ſtones of flour, made into good houſehold bread, does 
not on an average exceed thirty-five and one-half ſtones 
weight; that by the aforeſaid act the baker is obliged 
to give thirty-ſeven and one-half ſtones of good houſe- 
hold bread for each forty ſtones of wheat, two ſtones of 
bread beyond the real or poſſible average produce ot ſaid 
quantity being charged to the baker in conſideration of 
the value of the bran and pollard contained therein ; 
that by the ſaid act twenty-eight and one-half ſtones of 
flour, inſtead of thirty ſtones, as ſhould be, are ordered 
in ſtriking the aſſize of bread to be taken and conſi- 
dered as equal to forty ſtones of wheat, in conſequence 
of which the baker is obliged for every twenty-eight and 
one-half ſtones of flour to give thirty-feven and one-half 
ſtones of bread, which quantity of «bread it will on an 
average require thirty ſtones of flour to produce, as 
tully proved by the aforeſaid experiments ; that at the 
time the ſaid act paſſed the market of Dublin was a 
great part ſupplied by wheat, in conſequence .

wages the journeyman ſhoemaker (end to his trade 
only is this hardſhip peculiar) muſt work ſixteen hours 
in the twenty-forer; that the preſent rates of payment 
are actually lower than they were ſome years paſt, when 
every article of proviſion was cheaper than at preſent, 
and finding it impoſſible to ſupport themſelves and 
families upon ſuch allowance, they have lately laid a 
caſe before counſel, ſtating the above grievances and 
others under which they have long laboured ; that they 
are adviſed that of the numerous claſſes of working 
artiſans in this country the taylors only have a legal 
mode of ſeeking collectively for an augmentation of 
Wages proportioned to the circumſtances of the times, 
and that the petitioners have no redreſs to hope for 
except from the bounty of their maſters or by an ap- 
plication to the legiſlature; that any relief to be obtain- 
ed from their employers muſt be at beſt partial and 
precarious, and perhaps not ſo much in the power as 
in the wiſhes of many humane individuals of that deſ- 
cription to grant, for no combination among them to 
keep down or to reduce the price of labour is illegal, 
whilſt the petitioners have reaſon to fear that the peaceable 
meetings of a few of them for the purpoſe of deliberating 
on the moſt orderly means of obtaining a reaſonable 
compenſation for their induſtry may (under ſome of 
the laws in force againſt the aſſociations of journeymen) 


ſubjea 
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ſubjet them to proſecution and puniſhment; that the 
petitioners have therefore determined to ſubmit an 
humble application to Parliament for relief of thoſe 
hardſhips under which they labour, and with which 
they conceive the intereſt and trade of this realm to be 
ultimately connected; that in order to furniſh materials 
for the wiſdom of Parliament to decide upon, they 
humbly beg leave to lay before the Houſe a ſtate of the 
ſhoemaking bulineſs in the city and county of Dublin, 
ſo far as it concerns the employment of journeymen ; 
that there are three deſcriptions of work in the ſhoe- 
making trade, to wit, cuſtomers work, ſhop work, and 
work for exportation ; that maſters attend to the quality 
of the firſt of theſe branches only and allow moderate 
wages thereon, but the prices allowed for the two latter 
are ſo extremely low that the workman to earn even 
the moſt miſerable ſubſiſtance is forced to put them 
ſlightly and negligently out of hands; that in conſe- 


quence of this, work exported from this kingdom is 


frequently returned as unmerchantable, and this branch 
of the national trade is gone to decay; that toremedy 
this evil, if one general rate was eſtabliſned workmen 
would be able to ſpend a proper time in finiſhing their 
work, in conſequence of which all deſcriptions of work 
would be properly manufactured, the journeymen kept 
in conſtant employment, and a mech greater call for 
Iriſh goods both at home and for foreign markets, which 
would ſtill further tend to the conſtant employment ot 
the journeymen and to the increaſe of the national 
revenue ; that the rates following were paid upwards 
of twenty yeazs ago, in times very different from the 
preſent, which they humbly ſubmit to the wiſdom of 
the Houſe as the moſt moderate that can be eſtabliſhed 
tor the preſent, to enable them to do juſtice between 
their employers and the public and to live :
